How the Pay Roll Goes Up. 
These are some of the facts brought out 
fa Mr. Keeler’s report: 

In 1903 the pay roll appropriation for 
the city attorney’s office was $48,720. 
In 1913 it was $118,660, an increase of 
$09,940, or 143 per cent, in ten years. 

In 19038 the number of positions in the 
office was forty-two. In-1913 the num- 
ber was seventy-nine. 

In 1903 the number of investigators was 
tpenty-six. In 1913 it was fifty-three. 

Of the fifty-three investigators on the 
pey roll for the month ended April 11, 
1913, twenty were precinct committee- 
Men elected in April, 1912.

Higinbotham In Reply Pleads: ‘‘For 
Heaven’s Sake Let’s Do Some- 
thing While We're. Alive.’’ 


RETURNS T@ HER FLORIDA HOME 


Mrs. Potter Palmer late yesterday after- 
noon issued a second formal explanation of 
her trusteeship of the $67,750 fund acquired 
through concessions granted the board of 
lady managers by the World's Colunibian 
Expositidbn company. She then departed for 

. her winter home in Florida, leaving newspa- 
per reporters to inform Harlow N. Higin- 
botham, president of the exposition com- 
pany and the man chiefly interested in her ex- 
planation, just what she had eaid. 

Mr. Higinbotham was not satisfied with her 
answer and he said that because she pre- 
ferred to arbitrate the difficulty through the 
newspapers he also would give out a state- 
ment.. 

“She didn’t answer my letters,” he said. 
“I don’t think it was my place to look 
her up.” 


“Heavén’s Sake, Let’s Do Something.”’ 

Mr. Higinbotham, in brief, suggests that 
Mrs. Palmer give over the fund to a com- 
mission of women. ‘“ Then we could go out 
and get the rest that is needed for an ade- 
“quate building for women’s work,” he added. 
“ For heaven's sake, let’s do something with 
the money while we are alive,” 

As bearing on the point that there might 
be found a lake front site for a woman's 
building, John Barton Payne, president of 
the south park board, said: 

“We have a permit to build a museum 
there on made land. We cannot build in 
Grant park, and we have not obtained the 
right to make land except for the museum. 
If the permission is ever obtained from the 
government, and we are able to make land 
there may be room for a woman's building.”’ 


Mrs. Palmet’s Statement. 

The latest statement from Mrs. Palmer 
follows: 

“In reply to various questions which have 
appeared in the newspapers on and since last 
Saturday, I have prepared a statement, of 
which the following is a synopsis: 

“ First—The trustees of the estate of Mr. 
Potter Palmer have no power or authority 
to use $200,000 of his estate to erect a me- 
morial building, except under thé conditions 
stipulated in his will, now impossible of 
fulfillment. 

“ Second—The fund which I have in my 
hands, and which amounts to about $67,000, 
did not come, as Mr. Higinbotham stated, 
as a gift from the world’s fair directors, but 
came from sales in the women’s and chil- 
dren's buildings, and is dedicated to philan- 
ee purposes. , 

“ Third—Mrs. Trautmann of New York 


$17,000 arising from the pfofits on the sales 
of the Isabella coins. This is being sent to 
me, and will be consolidated with the fund 
I hold, making a total of about $84,000, which 
will be devoted by the women in whose Gis- 
cretion the matter rests to the purposes to 
which these funds were dedicated. 


Replies to Higinbotham. 

“ Since my statement was published in the 
newspapers last Saturday further remarks 
+ have appeared as coming from Mr. Higin- 
botham. It is difficult to follow the thread 
of these, but it appears that he makes two 
points: 

** First—He inquires, ' Why has the $200,- 
000 building provided for in the will of Mr. 
Potter Palmer never been ‘built?’ 

‘It is unnecessary that he should ask this 
question, because in the game breath with 
which he asks it he quotes'the clause in Mr. 
Palmer's will which authorizes the trustees 
of his estate, in my discretion, to devote 
$200,000 to the erection of a building, pro- 
vided a site therefor can be obtained, free 
of cost, upon the lake front, between Ran- 
dolph street and Park row. 

“Mr. Higinbotham well knows that since 
‘the final decisions by the Supreme court in 
the lake front cases it hag been legally im- 
possible to obtain such a site, and also that 
the trustees of Mr. Paimer’s estate have no 
power or authority to use $200,000 of said 
estate for the construction of sucha building 
elsewhere. 


Asserts He Is in Error. 

‘*Second—He says that the fund now in 
my possession was held apart during the 
exposition and handed to the women’s board 
by! the board of directors at the close of the 
fair. In this he ig in error, as I think js con- 
clusively proved by a quotation from the 
records of the ways and means committee 
and of the board of directors of the World's 
Columbian exposition. These have been fur- 
nished to me through the courtesy of Mr. 
EB. B. Butler, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, and Mr. H. O. Edmunds, 
secretary of the World’s Columbian exposi- 
tion, and are taken directly from the official 
records. I herewith append a letter to me, 
signed by Mr. Butler and Mr. Edmunds, 
quéting this action.

Quick action was-taken by members of 
the city council last night toward the aboli- 
tion of the enticing and deceptive signs over 
entrances to back rooms of saloons, such as 
“Family Entrance,” “ Ladies’ Entrance,”’ 
and ‘‘ Private Entrance.” 

An order directing the corporation coun- 
sel to prepare an ordinance abolishing the 
signs was introduced by Ald. Willis O. 
Nance and passed by the council. The ordi- 
nance draft will go to the judiciary commit- 
tee. 

Ald. Jacob Freund also introduced an ordi- 
nance providing for better regulation of the 
saloon back rooms and for the removal of, 
the “ Family Entrance’’ signs. 


Order Comprehensive Law, 

e Ald. Nance’s order, which was prepared by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Hornstein 
follows: 

* Ordered, that the corporation celaiell be 
and is hereby directed to prepare an ordi- 
nance prohibiting any saloon, dramshop, or 
other place in which vinous, malt, spirituous, 
or intoxicating liquors are served, from dis- 
playing a sign bearing the inscription ‘* Fam- 
ily Entrance,” or “‘ Ladies’ |Entrance,”’ and 
forward same to the committee on judiciary; 
and it is further ordered that said committee 
take action on said ordinance so to be pre- 
pared and submitted to it, and report same at 
earliest possible date.” 

Immediately Ald. Bowler of the Nineteenth 
ward called for the reference of the order to 
the license committee. 

“That order should not be passed,’ Ald, 
Nance replied. “‘ The ordinance is a matter 
for the judiciary committee, It has nothing 
to do with the licenses of saloons.”’ 


Expect Action This Week. 

The order was passed immediately and the 
ordinance probably will be sent to the judi- 
ciary committee today. However, a meet- 
ing of the railway terminals committee at 
the same time will cause a short session of 
the judiciary committee and ‘consideration 
of the ordinance will be deferred until later 
in the week. | 

“The ordinance against the ‘“‘ family en- 
trance’ signs will not affect the reputable 
saloonkeeper,”’ Ald. Nance said later. “ Itis 
aimed at disreputable saloonkeepers, who 
keep the signs up merely fora decoy. Women 
and girls are led to believe that the backroom 
over which the signs are hung is a decent 
place where families go for their evening 
glass of beer. 

‘“ But a majority of the citizens of Chichas 
know that conditions in the backrooms of 

many saloons here are not fit for the eee 
ing of families.” 


Lyle Files Proposed Bill, 

‘ An ordinance providing for the abolition of 
the signs and back rooms was filed with 
the city ¢lerk by Attorney John H. Lyle of 
the Englewood Law and Order league, but 
was withdrawn. 

Ald. Freund’s ordinance also met with 
objections from the two aldermen from 
the Nineteenth ward. Ald. Bowler in- 
sisted that it be sent to the licensé commit- 
tee, of which he is a member, and he was 
warmly seconded by his team mate, Ald. 
John Powers. Ald. Freund recommended 
that the ordinance be sent to the judiciary 
committee, but was defeated ona vive voce 
yote. 

Later he called for a reconaiieration of 
the action on the ordinance, and, with the 
assistance of Ald. A. J. Fisher of the Thirty- 
L yore vote, the

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mittee, where Ald. Nance’s ordinance will 
go when it is drawn. 


Girls Tell of Evil Done. 

Complaints of harm that has resulted to 
young’ girls were received by THE TRIBUNE 
yesterday. In a majority of the cases, the 
girls: were working girls who had entered 
the ‘Family Entrance’”’ with the false im- 
pression that the back room was reserved for 
fathers and mothers. 

One girl who happened to enter the “ Fam- 
ily Entrance” of a West Madison street | 
saiocon was sent to an ineane asylum as the 
result of attacks which followed drinking 
in the back room, She was drugged in the 
saloon, according to evidence taken at the 
trial of six men who were charged with 
attacking her. 

The six men took her to a hotel afterward. 
The saloonkeeper appeared as a witness for 
the six men and they escaped punishment 
on his testimony. 


Two Sisters Are Trapped. 

A mother told a TRIBUNE reporter of the 
results of a trip of her two daughters to a 
saloon on the south side. The girls, one 14 
and the other 16 years old, went into the fam- 
ily entrance, believing that it was a respect- 
able place. Later they met strange young 
men who enticed them toa shady hotel. 

Both of them were sent to a house of correc- 
tion after a few more visits to the back room 
of saloons in the neighborhood. The evils of 
the family entrance signs over the side door 
to questionable saloons were related by a 
policeman on the north west side, where thou- 
sands of working girlse—mostly daughters of 
emigrants—enter these places believing that 
conditions in Chicago are like they are in 
their native country. 

“T have arrested several girls in rooming 
houses in company with men,”’ the policeman 
said, ‘' who told me they were working in 
some of the factories in this neighborhood. 
They had been good girls until they met with 
men in the dim saloon back room. Drinking 
in company with men with music in a room 
which from the outside has the air of re- 
spectability has caused the downfall of a lot 
of girls in this district.”’ 


Ministers Take Action. 

. Tue TRIBUNE was commended for its cru- 
sade against the signs, ‘‘ Family Entrance ’’ 
and “ Ladies’ Entrance ” over the side doors 
to saloons at a meeting of the Methodist 
ministers yesterday. Such a stand was de- 
clared in resolutions which were unanimously 
passed “ to be in the interests of morality.” 

The resolution also urged that the reforms 
should not stop with the removal of the ob- 
jectionable signs, but should include the re- 
moval of screens, stalls, and other agencies 
for the encouragement of yice. 


UNEMPLOYED, FED IN CHURCH, 
URGED TO LAWLESS ACTIONS. 


Men Demands Work at Good Pay— 
Threatens Trouble, 


New York, March 2.—[(Special.J—A young 
I. W. W. leader, not 21 years old, stood to- 
night on the platform of the lecture room 
of St. Mark’s Episcopal church. Around 
about him were gathered 200 or more home- 
less and unemployed who under their leader's 
guidance had marched through the snow 
from Rutgers square to the church on the in- 
vitation of Dr. W. N. Guthrie, pastor of the 
church, to have food and shelter for the night. 

Instead of appreciation the speaker de- 
manded for his followers eight hours’ work a 
day and $3 wages. If that wasnot forthcom- 
ing he wanted bread and shelter. He an- 
nounced that if the men did not ‘get work 
they would march every night on some new 
church, public building, or restaurant, de- 
manding food and shelter and if they did not 
get those things they would disregard the 
law, make forceful entry into buildings and 
steal food. 

He also announced that the municipal lodg- 
ing houses and the mission houses would be 
barred, the first because they are not fit, he 
said, for human beings, and the second be- 
cause in them every hungry man must sell 
his soul for food and shelter. He said here-

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BOMB BLOWS UP 
UNIONIST’S HOME 


S. J. Gorman of Horseshoers 
Lays It to Refusal to “De- 
sliver” Organization. 


REAR ®ORCH IS TORN OFF. 


A dynamite bomb was exploded last night 
under the rear porch of the home of Simon 
J. Gorman of 3149 Fillmore. street, who is 
president of the Cook County Horseshoers’ 
union. 

Mrs. Gorman and her 2 year old son, Arnold, 
who were alone in the house, were slightly 
bruised. The explosion tore off the back 
porch, shattered the rear door, and broke 
every pane of glass in the twoetory building. 
Two other sticks of dynamite were found, 
one in front and one at the side of the house. 
The lighted fusesattached Were extinguished. 

Mr. Gorman attributed the explosion to per- 
sons who, he, says, recently tried to bribe 
him with $5,000 to deliver his union into an 
affiliation with the Master Horsesghoers’ Pro- 
tective association.

If unsuccessful in its appeal the railroad 
will have to pay $2,550,000 in excess of its 
taxes in previous years, aecording to the 
auditor’s assessment for1913. The litigation, 
it is declared by the state, will determine 
whether the road is to be taxed on a basis of 
all or one-third the value of its chartered 
lines in Illinois. 

It will also fix the valuation of these lines 
and all property. According to the road’s 
figures the 705 miles of railroad concerned is 
valued at $365,000,000. Attorney General Pat- 
rick J. Lucey, representing the State, says 
that the road holds stocks; and bonds of 
other corporations to the value of $16(4000,000, 
These, he believes, should be taxed by Cook 
county. 


Immune from Property Taxes. 

Since it was chartered in 1851 the road has 
held a position unique among the corpora- 
tions of the state, if not in the entire coun- 
try. It is the only corporation in Illinois 
which pays a certain portion of its revenue 
in lieu of taxes. 

The general counsel for the railroad, W. 
S. Horton, sees the matter from a different 
point of view. 

With regard to the assessment, he told a re- 
porter for THE TRIBUNE yesterday that 
‘Judge Gilbert had Brady do it to sandbag 
the company.” The Gilbert referred to is 
former Judge Hiram T. Gilbert, whois acting 
for Mr. Lucey. 

No similar appeal has been made by the 
road since 1859. Abraham Lincoln was the 
attorney for the road at that time. 


Entirely Exempt for Six Years. 
“When the Illinois Central railroad was 


chartered in 1851 it was exempted from pay- 


ing any taxes whatever for a period of six 
years,"’|said Mr. Lucey. ‘: The charter fur- 


| ther provided that the road was not to be 


assessed higher than 75 cents on $100 for its 
State taxes. | 

“Many other privileges were conferred. 
Among them was its exemption from city, 
county, school, bridge, road, and other taxes. 

“In return the railroad company agreed to 
pay the state 5 per cent of its gross income 
and to list its property for taxation. If the 
tax assessed by the auditor shopld not equal 
2 per cent of the company’s gross revenue, 
the company would be required to pay the 
difference. 

“ The intent of this was that the company 
should pay at least 2 per cent of its gross 
revenue, so that, in all, 7 per cent was to go 
to the state. 


. Made First Return in 1906. 

“ Following the granting of the charter the 
company built ite lines and its affairs pro- 
greased. It paid the 2 per cent in lieu of taxes 
until 1906. Then, for the first time, it made 
returns on its property for taxation and has 
done so ever since. 

“ The state auditor, however, did not assess 


ft, going on the theory that the tax would 
not reach the 2 per cent. 
prevailed since 1859.

** He also levied a tax on the total value of 
the company’s property instead of one-third

Exceeds Two Million Dollars. 

“ By this action the road’s taxes were in- 
creased to over $2,000,000, this being in excess 
of the 2 per cent gross income. 

“Now, if the Ilinois Central could be put 
on the same basis as other railroads, it would 
have to pay about $200,000 over what it is 
asked to pay now. Then, too, there is the 
$160,000,000 in stocks and bonds held by the 
company. It is my opinion that these should 
be taxed by Cook county.” 


Horton Defends Road’s Stand. 

The following statement was made by At- 
torney Horton: 

*““When the present auditor levied this tax 
he used the full value of the property instead 
Oo. one-third value.

‘‘Law Clerk and Trial Investigator” ; 
Lives at 2649 Kimball Ave. 


“ Salary $100 a months; has drawn full pay 
since July 1, 1911; address shown on payroll 
3510 Humboldt avenue; resides at 240 Kim- 
ball avenue. In April, 1918, bureau @:vesti- 
gator found house at Humboldt avenue ad- 
dress vacant and the windows boarded up; 
neighbors reported that Maloney had not 
lived there for about two years: that he was 
running a saloon at corner of Milwaukee and 
Kimball avenues. He is reported to have 
owned this saloon for five years. Bartender 
at saloon said that Maloney was there every 
day until noon, when bartender went on duty; 
also that Maloney relieved bartender one or 
two afternoons each week. 

** Investigator visited saloon on three days 
in April; found Maloney there two entire 
forenoons; on the third occasion investigator 
played billiards with Maloney for two and 
one-half hours in afternoon, and from the 
latter’s conversation learned that he had been 
at the saloon all day. | On three other occa- 
sions in November, December, and January 
last a bureau investigator visited the saloon 
and found Maloney there during the fore- 
noon. 

“On one of these o¢casions investigator 
informed that Maloney was usually 
there from 4 p. m. until closing time. In- 
neighborhood of his saloon 
show that Maloney is known to be on thecity 
pay roll, but that he has the reputation of

JOHN FEINEN. 

Law Clerk and Preliminary Investi- 

gator; Lives at 2006 S. Ashland Ave. 

* Salary $83.33 a month; except for a few 
days in March, 1912, has drawn full pay since 
May,1911. For several years prior to August, 
1913, Feinen ran a saloon at 2023 South Ash- 
land avenue. In April, 1913, bureau investi- 
gator called at above saloon and interviewed 
bartender (Feinen's son), who stated that 
Feinen had an easy job at the city hall; that 
he usually returned to the saloon from the 
hall about 10:30 or 11 a. m., so as to tend bar 
during the noon rush; that if the city hall 
wanted him in the afternoon they telephoned 
him: that otherwise he stayed around the 
saloon and took a nap. 

“The bartender also said Feinen tended bar 
in the evening. Bureau investigators subse- 
quently visited the saloonia number of times. 
On each of these occasions Feinen remained 
around the saloon for several hours during 
the middle of the day. 

“In August Feinen sold his saloon and 
went to work as a salesman for F. C, Alt- 
maier & Co., wholesale liquor dealers, 1722 
West Chicago avenue.

Paraski's salary is $100 a month; has drawn 
full pay since May, 191}; precinct committee- 


man. Paraski is a cigar manufacturer at 
1748 North California avenue. 

* His brother informed a bureau investi- 
gator that Paraski acted as his own sales- 
man; that he usually reported at the city hall 
in the morning, but after doing that left and 
called on his various customers throughout 
the city, returning to the factory about 4 
p. m. 

“ On one occasion Paraski, thinking he had 
a sale in sight, himself offered * to come out 
and see " the bureau investigattor on the west 
sidfé on any day the latter would suggest. 
On another occasion a bureau investigator in- 
terviewed him at the factory at 11:30 a. m., 
and made arrangements to have Paraski call 
on a prospective customer on, the folowing 
day. : 

‘* Observations by bureau investigators on 
several different days indicate that he must 
‘report’ at the city hall rather late, since in 
every instance but one he left the factory 
long after 9 o'clock. On one dayin December 
last he left the factory at 9:43, arrived at the

MAY START WORK APRIL 1 


Investigation of Illinois Central 
Lake Frontage Leases 
‘ Ordered. . 


By unanimous consent the ordinance an- 
thorizing the laying of tracks for the ap- 
proaches to the proposed $10,000,000 freight 
transfer yard at Clearing was passed by the 
city council last night. 

While the rights of the public had been 
‘* protected to such an extent that the rail- 
road men involved have declined to say 
whether they will accept the grant in its 


much revised form, it was believed they were 


relieved by the lack of further opposition 
to the ordinance. It is expected 1,000 men 
will be put to work on the mammoth yard 
about April 1, although the plan must receive 
the approval of the public utilities commis- 
sion before put into operation. 

The ordinance had dragged along in the 
Several aldermen in- 
sisted on heavy compensation for the priv- 
ileges granted. These include the opening 
of two st:eets to be known as Sixty-seventh 
and Seventy-fifth streets and the construc- 
tion of expensive viaducts fer north and 
south streets across the yard. 


I. C. Inquiry Ordered. 

Ald. Charles BE. Merriam had sent to the 
committee on harbors, wharves, and bridges 
an order for an investigation of charges 
that the Illinois Central has put in leases it 


has made on its lake frontage holdings a 


provision that the property shall not be used 
for wharfage purposes. The charges were 
made before the interstate commerce com- 
mission, Ald, Merriam contended that such 
restrictions would tend to cripple lake com- 
merce and prevent the interchange of lake 
and rail traffic. His order directs the com- 
mittee to *‘ take such steps as may be neces- 
sary to protect the lake commerce of Chi- 
cago.”’

Amsterdam 250 years ago. Seven hundred 
firemen were detailed to this service by Com- 
missioner Robert Adamson, who said the 
danger of a conflagration was the greatest in 
years.

Sixteen persons were reported dead tonight 
in New York and its immediate vicinity asa 
result of the storm. Four men were killed 
by trains while sweeping snow from the 
tracks, two of them being swept together 
over the trestle over Jamaica bay. 

Many persons were injured by falling on 
the icy sidewalks or being struck as the 
wind hurled awnings, branches, and pieces 
of wood into the streets.

Damage in East Widespread. 

Reports from other cities showed the dam- 
age caused by wind, snow, rain, and sleet to 
be widespread. From Cleveland on the west 
and Baltimore on the south, to the Canadian 
and Nova Scotian borders, the storm has 
been general. In New Engiand further dam- 
age is expected from rivers amd streams 
swollen by melting ice and snow. 

Western and central New York was under 
snow from eight inches to two feet deep. 
Driven by a high wind, the snow drifted, cut- 
ting off railroad and trolley lines and bury- 
ing roads in the country districts until they 
were impassable. 

Street car traffic was abandoned and fac- 
tories closed in Binghamton, while the fire 
department was unable to move its appa- 
ratusa through the streets. 

Most of the public. schools at Rochester 
were closed and similar conditions prevailed 
at Syracuse and Elmira. 

Southeastern New England caught the 
worst of the gale. Nantucket’'s official max- 
imum of wind velocity was seventy-two 
miles an hour for five minute intervals, with 
some brief spurts of 100 miles an hour. 

Fears are felt that nine lives were lost on 
the coal laden barges Frank Pendleton and 
Josephus, which were torn loose from the 
tug Edgar F. Luckenbach off Fire Island 
light ship last night. 

Several northern New Jersey cities were 
in darkness tonight.

“I am charged jointly with David Droz- 
dowitz and Benjamin Fink with conspiracy 
to burn and defraud in the case of the fire 
that burned down Drozdowitz’s store,’’ the 
man replied. 


Acts as Own Lawyen, 

“Who is your lawyer?’ 

“I am acting as my own lawyer. I am 
now taking the witness stand in my own de- 
fense. The court has decided on the objection 
of the state’s attorney that 1 can’t give my 
testimony unless I ask myself questions to 
bring out the answers so that the state's at- 
torney can have a chance to object to them 
before I answer.”

Spira 
asked, referring to the date on which the 
Drozdowitz store burned. 

**I was at engine house No. 30,”’ the witness 
answered himself. 

“What did you do when you heard the 
alarm come in?” 

**I looked up the box and found the fire was 
at 861 Milwaukee g enue, the store of David 
Drozdowitz, by whom I had been employed 
once,” 

** What did you do next, Mr. Witness?” 

‘I jooked around for Mr. | Drozdowitz. 
whom I knew weil, but I could not find him. 
Then I went to his house across the street, 
but he was not in. I stayed at the fire from

ONCE DECLARED INSANE. 


| Believed to Have Left a Fortune of 
$1,500,000. 


Henry Harms, the octogenarian million- 
aire, who called himself a modern “ King 


age of 82 years at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs, Fred Schroeder, at Dundee. 

Harms, who was a contractor and built 
the foundation to the old courthouse in Chi-

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cago, is the owner of about $900,000 worth of 
unimproved lands’ near Niles Center. His 
other real estate holdings are said to bring 
the total of his fortune to $1,500,000. 

In 1911, on petition of all of his children 
but one, Harms was examined in the County 
court and declared insane. Albert J. Harms, 
a son, and Adam Harrer, a son-in-law, were 
appointed conservators of the estate. 


Harms Called Sane. 

In July, 1912, Attorney Benedict J. Short 
filed a writ in the County court, which re- 
suited in Harms being placed in the custody 
of a bailiff of the County court, while the 
subject of his mental condition was recon- 
sidered in court. At this time it was decided 
that Harms was of a sane mind nd he was 
consequently restored to his legal rights, 
while proceedings were started to remove the 
conservatorship. 

Mrs Anne Harms Marguard Schmitz, wife 
of Judge Andrew Schmitz of Niles Center, 
started the action to have her father declared 
sane and his property restored to him. 

In court Harms told a story ghat as soon as 
he had been pronounced insaneand placed in 
the care of his son-in-law, Adam Harrer, 
he was placed in an inclosuré on Harrer’s 
farm at Niles Center and not allowed to live 
as he wanted to. He said that his children 
had treated him so badly that he felt like a 
modern “‘ King Lear.”’ 


Aged Man Disappears. _ 

After being declared sane, Harms disap- 
peared for some time and was sought by all 
of his children except Mrs. Schmitz, who was 
the only one who knew his whereabouts. 
For the last eight months he has been living 
at the Schroeder home in Dundee.

Previous to discovery of the razor the 
sheriff, as well as relatives and a majority 
of the others interested in a solution of the 
mystery, had just about settled down to the 
theory of accidental death. 


Fiancee Arrives in City. 

Miss Elizabeth Davidson, the fiancée of the 
glain man, arrived from Springfield, Neb., in 
the morning. He was on his way to visit her 
gt Omaha when he met his death. Miss Da- 
yideon isina hysterical condition at the home 
of John G. Walters of 245 South Wisconsin 
avenue, Oak Park, where the body lies. 

Miss Davidson's brother, John L. Davidson, 
said she, as well as the other relatives, is 
‘onvinced Mr. Fairman’s death was acci- 
dental. 

If Falrman was murdered robbery was not 
the motive. His gold watch, diamond ring, 
ruby tie holder, and more than $8 in cash 
were found on his person. His wallet, be- 
Weved to have contained’about $50, and his 
hat, gloves, and grip are missing. Coroner 
wW. V. Hopf says two men are reported to 
have picked up the wallet near the scene on 
Sunday afternoon. He said unless they re- 
turn the wallet before the inquest on Monday 
be-will swear-out warrants for their arrest. 
He refused to disclose their names. 


Theory of Death. 

The generally accepted theory is that Fair- 
man boarded the Denver special out of Chi- 
cago at 6:05 Saturday night and was hurled 
from the platform of the observation car as 
the train hit a sharp curve. It is believed his 
hat, grip, and gloves were lef. on the train. 

Railroad detectives jumped to the conclu- 
gion Fairman was dead before he was placed 
onthe tracks. They based their belief on the 
supposition that the Overland Limited was 
the only train that ran over him, and figured 
that if Fairman really had fallen from the 
Denver special one of the crews of the three 
intervening local trains would have discov- 
ered him. 

Deputy Sheriff C. H. Plummer, who went 
over the ground carefully, thought all three 
local trains @id run over Fairman and that 
the storm prevented the engineers and fire- 
men from seeing the body.: Deputy Plummer 
said blotches were scattered for a distance of 
B00 feet, and that here and there fastened to 
the bolts and spikes in the rails were bits of 
eloth from Fairman’s clothing. Plummer 
said it would have been next to impossible 
for one train to have pushed the body that 
distance, especially as the engineer had 
slowed down. 


No $500 Drawn from Bank. 

Charles E. Walters, one of the uncles with 
whom Fairman was associated in business on 
the board of trade, said he accepted the ac- 
cidental death theory. Mr. Walters deniea 

. Fairman had drawn $500 from the bank, as 
eriginally reported. 

Migs. Davidson denied herself to newspaper 
ee but her brother answered all ques- 

ng, 

“We are satisfied death was accidental. 
We have no private investigators at work, 
but are depending on the peace authorities 
and the railroad company. We are not even 
ture Fairman was on tne train he was sup- 
posed to have boarded, and we are not cer- 
tain just how he got to West Chicago. He 
might have gone there on a local. He hada 
lot of friends at Geneva, and might have in- 
tended visiting them before boarding a 
through train to meet my sister at Omaha. 
But there was notbason for him to take his 
life, and if thugs had slain him they would 
have ‘taken his jewelry.” 

“I am almost certain that death was acci- 
dental,” said Sheriff Kuhn. “In fact, the 
only thing that is puzzling me is that long 
bladed razor. Fairman couldn’t use that 
kind and always took a safety on his travels. 
Of course, that might have been dropped 
there by some other passenger, either before 
or after the killing of Fairman. I have talked 
With his closest friends and relatives and

He narrowly missed being arrested on a fed- 
eral warrant charging use of the mails to 
defraud. 

Harry H. Thomas, alleged by the govern- 
ment to be Worthington’s partner in the mail 


' schemes, was arrested by Deputy Marshal 


Michael S. Giblin in Thomas’ office in the 
National Life building. assistant District 
Attorney David D. Stansbury notified Capt. 
Halpin that the federal warrant against 
Worthington will be served the moment the 
prisoner is released on bonds on the state 
charge. 


Former Partner Under Arrest. 

Thomas was taken to the federal building 
and arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Lewis F. Mason. He was released on 
$7,500 bonds and the case continued until 
March 12. The government originally de- 
manded the bond be fixed at $10,000. 

Worthington was arrested by Detectives 
De Mar and Reilly as he was coming out of 
Judge Sullivan's courtroom in the County 
building. Judge Sullivan had just entered an 
order raising Worthington's ne exeat bond 
from $2,500 to $10,000. Deputy Marshal W. 
P. Holden arrived with the federal warrant 
only a few minutes after the city detectives. 


Worthington was locked up at the detective 
bureau. 


Til from Loss of Money. 

The complainants in the state charge are 
Mrs. Florence Campton, who lives at the 
Lexington hotel, Bernard T. Moran, 1216 
First National Bank building, and W. T. 
Bishop of 111 North Dearborn street. Mrs. 
Campton said she had deposited $400 in 
Worthington's private bank last fall. She 
said she had been ill since the bank failed 
two weeks ago. 

Bishop, who is a publisher, borrowed $200 
from Worthington six monthsago. This he 
paid back and later obtained a receipt from 
Worthington’s cashier. Worthington, he 
said, refused to surrender the note. After 
the warrant was issued the note was re- 
turned. 

Judge Sullivan entered an order allowing 
the law firm of Hauze & Beath, formerly 
employed by Worthington, to turn over to 
Receiver George C. Ball papersin connection 
with the receivership. The ne exeat bond of 
$10,000 also is in connection with the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against Worthington. 


Postal Inspector Complainant. 

The federal complaint against Worthing- 
ton and Thomas was made by Gen. James E. 
Stuart, postoffice inspector in charge, and 
Inspector W. C. Watson of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., assigned to investigate bank frauds. 
Mr. Watson has been at work on the case 
several months. 

They are charged jointly with advertising 
themselves as promoters and brokers and 
obtaining fraudulently $5,000 worth of cer- 
tificates of deposit and $5,000 werth of stock 
from the Central Savings bank of Waterloo, 
Ia., in 1911. The complainant is G H. 
Cheever, president of the bank. 

Thomas disclaimed all responsibility. 

“YT shall show that I had nothing to do 
with Worthington’s banking affairs,’’ Mr. 
Thomas said.

“WE CAN WAIT.” 

Carranza’s motive in trying to wear out 
the patience of his American supporters Is 
not apparent, but the patience of the Ameri- 
can government is notable, Mr. Bryan may 
even seem craven to people who would have 
the note of remonstrance changed to one of 
anger, but it may be remembered that with 
the nation in a white heat following the 
blowing up of the Maine in Havana harbor, 
William McKinley tried to avoid war. Car- 
ranza is irritating, but it is grotesque to sug- 
gest that what he does can touch American 
honor, . 

As President Wilson gays, the United 
States can afford to wait. It can afford to 
us? the patience of greatness. ‘What it can- 
not afford is to be precipitated into action 
for the consequences of which it is not pre- 
pared. This is not to say that it teed dread 
the cost.of an unavoidable war. The conse- 
quences to be considered are not, those of 
military operations.’ They are consequences 
to be felt in American life and history. 

Intervention in Mexico determines at 
once and decisively the relation of the 
United States to the other countries of 
North and South America. Intervention, 
we believe, means retention. We extend 
our borders to the canal by the absorption 
of the nations intervening. The United 
States becumes lord of subject peoples; it 
becomes the enemy of every Latin and In- 
dian south of thecanal. It gives substance 
to the fears of every South American states- 
man, 

It is one thing to do this because It is 
accepted as “destiny” or approved as pol- 
icy. It is another ‘to do It because’ patience 


reasonable demands ignored. 

President Wilson believes it to be impor- 
tant that it should be known the United 
States is no land grabber. In his eagerness 
to demonstrate this he even tried to fore- 
close the future and by prophecy guarantee 
the small and large nations to the south 
that this nation never would appear on their 
horizons as an enemy seeking the destruc- 
tion of their natiova! existence. 

That was too large a prophecy, but as 
reassurance it had the value of opportunism. 
The whole purport of our communications 
to Latin America has been conciliation. 
Col’ Roosevelt’s speeches in South America 
have been notable in that directiom 

It may be urged that we cannot be re- 
garded as aggressors if we merely step in 
to preserve order and protect life. The fal- 
lacy is in thinking we may step in and step 
out. If the causes which make Mexico a 
lard of disorder cannot be removed except 
by the soldiers of another nation, the con- 
ti.ued presence of those soidiers will be 
needed. “et ae | 

We are not sure that the causes can be 
removed ctlerwise, but we “can afford to 
wait.” What President Wilson is endeay- 
oring to do is to convince Mexicans that 
revolutions: do not pay, It is not - new pol- 
icy. It has been applied with considerable 
success in the smaller and even more vicious 
countries. When revolutionists in San Do- 
mingo found that success did not give them 
the customs office they lost enthusiasm. 

Revolution must pay to be attractive, and 
the downfall of Huerta would hav@some of 
the aspects of a bankruptcy of crime. It is 
the anomaly in the present dilemma that our 
troubles are not with Huerta, whom we op- 
pose, but with Carranza, whom we have 
supported, | | 

Admittedly this is more trying fo the

TWATER tells us that for guidance 
in the selection of food nature pro- 
vides us with instinct, taste, and ex- 
perience. Furthermore, he says 
that physiological chemistry, while 
it has revealed much and Is atill delving, is 
yet far from where it canJay down adequate 
rules for guidance. While telling us to fol- 
low the dictates of instinct, taste, and 
knowledge, he warns us not to confuse these 
with social requirements. We act wisely 
when we eat what we eat when we want it. 
e get into trouble when We eat course 
dinners and porterhouse steaks because 
“other people do,” or “it’s the custom,” or 
“we want the best.” 
* Every man must learn from his own ex- 
perience what food agrees with him and 
| what does not.”

The scientific basis for a man eating what 
he really hungers for was laid when Leau- 
mont, at Mackinac isiand in 1825, had a 
chance to watch Alexis St. Martin. A fel- 
low trapper in a drunken braw! had laid 
Alexis’ stomach open for inspection, and 
Beaumont cultivated the opportunity for 
several years. 

In recent years Pawlow in Russia and 
Carison in Chicago have discovered many 
scientific facts which can be rendered into 
this plain English statement: Appetite 
aids digestion. To want a food aids: us to 
digest it when we eat it. 

In the later winter we want fruits and 
vegetables. We will take preserved fruits 
and canned vegetables, if we must, but we 
really yearn for fresh stuff. Weare willing 
to eat dates and figs, but we “ hanker’’ for 
oranges and pineapples. We are wiliing to 
take last year's potatoes and cold storage 
spinach, but we are yearuing for some fresb- 
ly pulled radishes and a few helpings of 
mustard greens. 

—— 

The reason Is plain. For several months 
we have lived on “bog and hontiny,” or 
what is equivalent to it. Certain needs of 
our systems have not been met. In conse- 
quence, we have got a little out of balance. 

Some, figuring up the excessive amvunt of 
protein eaten during the winter months, 
say that the symptoms are due to guut, or 
modified gout, or a touch of gout. Otbers 
gay that the blotches and puffy eyes aud 
muddy skin are due to scurvy, or a touch of 
scurvy. 

Neither group can prove this point. No 
chemist could analyze the body und tell 
what the trouble was. In fact, the changes 
are too subtle for any form of chemical in- 
vestigation. 

This everybody knows: At this season of 
the year the yearning is for fresh vegetables 
and fruits. The greatest yearning is for 
those fruits and vegetables that are eaten 
raw.

Lytton's parents, Wilfrid and Lady Anne 
Blunt, own an entirely oriental home, and 
where they live half the year whoily as 
Arabs, restricting their associations as far 
as possible to the natives,

Transatiantic tourists in Egypt will re- 
member Matarieh in connection with the 
sacred tree there, which is under the care of 
the Lazarist Fathers, and in the hollow of 
which, according to tradition, the founder of 
Christianity and his mother concealed them- 
selves when pursued by the soldiers of King 
Herod. The story goes that spiders quickly 
spun their webs in the opening of the tree 
in such a fashion as to convince the pursuers 
of the infant Savior that nobody could be 
concealed inside. 

Much of Mrs. Neville Lytton’s childhood 
and girlhood was spent at Matarich and also 
in the deserts of Arabia, where her parents 
bave for the last forty years been welcome 
and honored guests, even among the most 
fanatic of the Arab tribes. She talks Arabic 
and also Turkish, like a native, is an adept 
in Arab lore and customs, and wears the 
native dress as if to the manner born. 

The Neville Lyttons for the most part make 
their home at Crabbet park, a grand old place 
in Sussex belonging to Wilfrid Blunt, and 
which he has made over to his daughter and 
to her husband.

In Paris the president of the municipal

The president, whose name is Chassaigne 
Guyon, is endeavoring to excuse himself on 
the plea that he sent the message in his 
private capacity and not as the chief magis- 
trate of the’\Krench metropolis.

sary to maintain the largest body of troops 
for the maintenance of law and order and for 
the protection of the government. It Is there- 
fore inviting trouble to permit the retention 
in office as head of thé municipality of a 
man who openly professes his affection, re- 
gard, and sympathy for a pretender whose 
aims can only be accomplished by the over- 
throw of the republic.

Having come to this country at 
the age of 12, and having sworn allegiance 
to the United States at the time of join- 
ing the lowa National Guard, he never 
has given the matter any other thought 
than that he is a citizen. What Would 
be his status? If not a citizen, can he 
take out naturalization papers at once, 
without unnecessary delay? BF. W. B. 

From the informatfon given in the inquiry the 
young man referred to is not a citizen of the United 
States. Service tn the national guard does not 
confer citizenship. Section 2166, U. 8. R. 8., makes 
provision ior the naturalizaiion of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers of the United States army with- 
out complying with certain formalities which are 
required of other aliens, and that provision of the 
law reads as follows: 

** Any alien of the age of 21 years and upward 
who has enlisted or may enlist, in the armies 
of the United States. either the regular or the 
volunteer forces, and has been, or may be here- 
after, honorabiy discharged, shall be admitted to 
become a citizen of the United States, upon his 
petition, without any previous declaration of his 
intention to become such; and he shal! not be 
reguired te prove more than one year’s residence 
within the United States previous to his applica- 
tion to beconie such oitizen; and the court admit- 
ting such alien shall, in addition te such proof 
ef residence and good mora! character, as now 
provided by law, be satisfied by competent proof 
of such person's having been honorably discharged 
from the service of the United States.” 

If the person referred to in the communication 
has done nothing toward becoming a citizen of 
the United States it will be necessary for him to 
apply under the general provisions of the nat- 
uralization law.

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TEACHING BUSINESS SPELLING. 

Kewanee, Ill., Feb. 26.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Business men complain, and just- 
ly, that the average high schoo! graduate 
cannot spell correctly the words commonly 
used in everyday business. Actual experi- 
ence in the business is the only way to mas- 
ter business spelling. I distributed among 
business men here sheets stating our wish 
to prepare the high school students on words 
most used in the local business houses and re- 
questing each man to write twenty or more 
words which he finds often misspelled in his 
particular line of business. The response 
was most gratifying. There were many rep- 
etitions of words common to a number of 
businesses. There were a few rarely used 
words included. 

I grouped the words of all the lists in fifties. 
One sheet of fifty words is posted the sec- 
ond week of each month on the board in each 
subassembly or session room. This allows 
at least a fortnight's study before written 
examination on those fifty words is held the 
fret Tuesday of each month. Every student 
ig required to take these monthly spelling ex- 
aminations. Every student who makes less 
than 90 per cent, i. e., misspells more than 
five words of the fifty, and every student 
who for any reason whatever is absent from 
the examination takes repelling twice a week 
after school for the ensuing month. 

Three months’ trial of this system has con- 
vinced me of its effectiveness. The forty- 
seven seniors oné month missed only three 
words, giving their subassembly a percent- 
age of 99.87. ~

R. O'DONNELL Is of the forensic kind 
of travel talker, describing his excur- 
sions on sea and soll with an adroit 
eloquence that is quite captivating. 
Since he is the newest courier to the 
Pilgrims in Orchestra hall—much newer than 
his last night’s subject, ‘The Panama Canal” 
—one may be permitted to go further and to 
Say that he is a magnetic, personable chap 
with more of the daring aura of the adven- 
turer about him than marks his brother lec- 
turers, who are something of the tourist type. 
He has the news sense, and the gift of flashy 
Phrase; traveling for the: entertainment of 
Others, he remembers the sage’s advice and 
makes human life a great object of remark.

The 
murderers in the stockade with red lashes on 
their backs concern him, and so does the curi- 
ous spinster who, investigating vice in the 
Canal Zone, is told that there isn’t half 
enough of it. 
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Mr. O’Donnell began with a sorg of apos- 
trophe to the canal, describing it as no miracle, 
but an achievement of civilization at its best. 
He was flowery about Columbus and others, 
and gave a short study of De Lesseps, re- 
ducing that unfortunate pioneer to the classt- 
fication of “promoter.” Colored pictures of 
Jamaica ensued, with appropriate explanation. 
There are two distinguishing things about Mr. 
O’Do@nell’s photographs—the speed with 
which the still pictures ‘Move and his own 
presence frequently in front of the lens.

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Chocolate. 


HOCOLATE and cocoa are foods; tea and 
coffee are not. Tea and coffee are drink- 
able even when badly made. Chocolate 
and cocoa are not. These are considered 
more or less of luxuries, since they al- 
most require whipped cream. We like the choco- 
late hot and thick, as it is when made at the 
candy store, but not usually when made at home.’ 

Something of or most of the excellence of the 
chocolate made at the confectioner’s is due to 
the favoring and beating it gets. A chocolate 
made with milk is greatly improved if beaten 
with an egg beater after it is cooked, and va- 
nilla has a natural affinity for chocolate. The 
two belong to the same country and climate. 

Perhaps careful grating is necessary for some 
kinds, but a superfine drink may be made by 
melting the chocolate. If melted first with a 
little boiling water and sugar a moment of cook- 
ing forms a sirup, which is then thinned with 
milk, water, half and half of each, or a half of 
coffee, for Russian chocolate or what is some- 
times called by the ugly name of “ choca.” 

The flavoring should be put in after the ad- 
dition of the liquid and after the whole has sii,- 
mered for five minutes or so. The right kind of 
cinnamon added to some kinds of chocolate 
gives that. delightful drink to which the Span- 
ish are sO devoted, but most of our ground cin- 
namon adds or brings our that not too agreeable 
bitter in the chocolate made by some manufac- 
turers. Rightly brought out, this is gravify- 
ing, but, if heavily present, it is not.

HOT CHOCOLATE—One-half an ounce or one- 
.alf a square of type cop is sufficient for one 
teacup of chocolate. elt this with three table- 
spoons of hot water and sugar to taste; a level 
tablespoon may not be too much. When melted 
edd the milk or other liquid, simmer five min- 
utes, beat as soon as thoroughly hot, and then 
add flavoring and serve with whipped cream. A 
teaspoon of vanilla and one of sherry wine are 
added when six times this quantity is made, and 
sometimes a little orange pee]. There are peo- 
ple who believe that you cannot make a smooth 
chocolate unless you mix a tablespoon of brandy 
With the grated preparation. It does not taste, 
and of course the alcohol is cooked out of it, as 
it is cut of anv of the essences we use. Made 
with rich milk. beaten well, the above makes 
as thick and creamy a drink as one could wish.

CHOCOLATE SIRUP—Put three tablespoons 
or an ounce of soluble chocolate into a granite 
ware saucepan and gradually pour on it a cup of 
boiling water, stirring all the time. Place on 


the fire and stir-until all the chocolate is dis- 


solved. Then add two cups of granulated sugar 
and stir until it begins to Doil. Cook three 
minutes longer and then strain and cool. When 
cool, add one tablespoon of vanilla extract. Bot- 
tle and keep in a cool place.

In the last part of the year 1913 the four 
hundredth anniversary of the introduction of 
chocolate into Europe was celebrated, for it was 
in 1513 that a small consignment of chocolate 
Was brought from Mexico to Spain, where it 
was highly appreciated, as it is to this day. In 
a February article on “The Story of Choco- 
late’’ are some of the following facts, with the 
statement that the Emperor Montezuma had 
no other beverage than chocolate, flavored with 
vanilla or spices, This he drank from golden 
goblets, which, when his royal thirst had been 
slaked, were thrown into the lake surrounding 
the palace. — 

“The bean of the Theobroma cacoa, or food 
of the gods,” as the tree was named by Linnaeus 
in 1720, | was much’ used by the Aztecs, 
who prepared’ from it a beverage which they 
called ‘chocolatl.” .The bean was also used as 
currency. i | . 

“In the land of its origin the cocoa bean was 
roasted in earthenware vessels ground between 
stones, and then mixed with cold water, pos- 
sibly with the addition of a little capsicum by 
way of a fillip.

FOR HOME RYLE OPPONENTS. 


Noted Britons Appeal to Countrymen 
to Sign Declaration Less Drastic 
than Ulster Pronunciamento. 


LONDON, March 2.—Lord Roberts, Vis- 
count Milner, Baron Balfour of Burleigh, 
Rudyard Kipling, Prof. Albert Venn Dicey, 
and Sir William Ramsay, and a score of less

TO FILE INCOME TAX DATA. 


Many Persons Plow Through Drifts to 
Custom Hosue—Total Levy for City 
Estimated at $10,000,000. 


New York, March 2.—Hundreds of persons 
climbed mountainous snow banks in lower 
Broadway today in order to get into the 
United States custom house and file their 
income tax reports. It was estimated the 
government would collect $10,000,000 from 
New Yorkers earning taxable incomes. 


Bay State Levy Near $2,250 000, 
Boston, Mass., March 2.—Massachusetts 
will contribute about $2,250, 000 to the federal 
income tax, it was unofficially estimated to- 
night when the time limit on returns expired. 
It was estimated that about 16,000 persons 
had paid a a tax. Several thousand others have 
secured extensions “pecause of iliness or 
cageiee from the state. 


Missouri Corporations Negligent. 
St. Louis, Ma., March 2.—More than 1,000 
corporations in the St. Louis district, which 
includes all of eastern Missouri, had failed 
to make their income tax returns when the 
internal revenue office closed here this mid-

They show that in only three years in the 
last ten was there a- smaller number of In- 
dictments returned, than last year. They 
also show that In only three years in the last 
ten were fewer convictionsreported. § - 


Cost of Convictions Grows. 

Ten years ago—in 1004—the taxpayers of 
Cook county paid about $44 for each convic- 
tion in the Criminal court. Jast year they — 
paid approximately $198. The cost this year 
will probably be higher because the appro- 
priation ig much larger. 

It was not upon these public records that 
Mr. Hoyne obtained hie 1914 appropriation. 
It was a report of a committee of the Chicago 
Bar association, composéd of Marquis Eatorp 
Carl R. Latham, and John 8S. Hummer, 
which influenced the county board. These 
reputable lawyers said: 

“It is the judgment of the cOmmittee that 
the number of assistants esked for by Mr. 
Hoyne is conservative.” 


Ignore Part of Reports. 

The report of Messrs. Eaton, Latham, ang 
Hummer indicates that they seen the 
public reports of the clerk of the Criminal 
court. Some information from these re- 
ports, favorable to Mr. Hoyne, wassubmitted - 
by the three lawyers. 

In his first year Mr. Hoyne apes of 
3,462 cases, according to the clerk of the 
Criminal court. Of these 1,645 resulted in 
convictions, and 1,356 in acquittals. The re- 
mainder was either noll prossed or stricken 
from the docket. The estate's attorney there- 
fore obtained convictions in 80 per cent of 
the cases disposed of. Except in 1907, when 
the convictions were 31 per cent of the cases 
disposed of, Mr. Hoyne’s record for his first 
year is considerably below normal. The 
number of cases disposed of, the number of 
convictions, and the per cent of convictions 
for the last ten years is as follows:

Champion Features the Two 
Hours’ Play with High Run of 
156; Loser Counts 91,

Running out his string of five centuries in 
ten innings Champion William F. Hoppe of 
New York defeated Koji Yamada, champion 
of Japan andpall the other oriental coun- 
tries, 500 to 174, in the opening game of the 
all star 18-2 billiard tournament now in 
progress at the Auditorium Recital hall. 

Hoppe averaged 50 flat, as against 19 3-9 
by the diminutive Nipponese, the 674 points 
made by the two players taking a little over 
two hours to complete. 

Hoppe’s play convinced those who had 
watched his work against Sutton at the 
Globe theater and’ those who saw him for 
the first time last night that he is the greatest 
executor the game has seen. He is the 
‘“‘ Koko” of the billiard game—‘* The Lord 
High Executor.”’

The players were introduced by the Rev. 
Frank J. Milnes of the West Side Congrega- 
tional church, who said that Yamada was 
} champion of Japan and prospective champion 
of the world, but that Uncle Sam would leave 
his defense to the hands of Mr. Hoppe. 

Although Yamada was outscored nearly 
3 to 1, he showed enough good billiards to 
demonstrate he can give George Slosson, 
George Sutton, and Calvin Demarest, the 
other contestants, a real battle. 

In the eighth inning, when he ran 91, the 
littke Jap showed excellent control. He 
opened with a three cushion shot around the 
foot of the table, the cue ball and the red 
ball traveling part of the distance almost 
touching. He escaped the kiss and soon got 
the balls under control. When it looked as 
if he surely would pass the century mark he 
got a spread along the top rail and missed a 
two cushion attempt. 


Misses One Cusnion Shot. 
Hoppe won the bank, scored from the lay- 
off, but missed a one cushion shot across the 


table. Yamada gathered three points and then 
fell down on a three cushion try around the foot. 
Hoppe picked up one point with a four cushion 
shot, but on his next try he missed a three cush- 
ion effort. Yamada was confronted with a spread, 
but went all around the table and counted, only 
to miss an up and down the table shot after mak- 
ing three. 

The balls appeared to be bumping 4a little, and 
although Hoppe never settled down to really close 
work, he kept on counting in his inimitable style. 
He wae quite willing to sacrifice position for the 
sake of the count in sight and then get the ivories 
together by another fine piece of execution. When 
he hed made seventy-nine, Hoppe got a freeze 
along the top rai! and tried for a bank away from 
the balls, but missed the first ball. 

After Yamada had made forty in rather plodding 
style, Hoppe opened his fourth inming with a dis- 
play of ‘‘ hard ’’ billiards that made the veteran 
fans wonder. -In his first ten points he made no 
less than six three cushion shots. 


Makes High Run of 156, 


Yamada added twenty-one, his seventeenth shot 
being a fine masse in the top corner. He missed 
a three cushion effort. Hoppe then began doing 
closer work and his run of 156 contained a lot of 
hard position shots. His drives were well timed. 
The balls froze at 155, but the champion counted 
from the respot dnd at 157 missed an all around the 
table shot. He left Yamada a hard leave and the 
Jap missed a short one cushion try after mak- 
ing five. 

Hoppe’s closest work came in the tenth inning. 
He. miscued on a short masse in the ninth inning.

Paso Robles, Cal., March 2.—[Special.}~—

Other First Sackers in Camp, 


The number of first base recruits picked up bears 
out the statement that the Sox manager was not 
basing his hope on Chase for the whole sea- 
gon, The injury to Chase's ankle probably was 
responsible for the terms of his contract with which 
the star player is dissatisfied. If Chase is succéss- 
ful in getting his demands and compels the inde- 
pendent league to insure him against loss of sal- 
ary in case of a biowout, he will have ineured him- 
self a better income than he probably could obtain 
from any other source unless his weak ankle has 
fully recovered its strength. 

The loss of Chase will be distinctly felt by the 
White Sox, as he was one of the few members of 
the team to pull stuff in the attack. It was nota 
certainty that he would be in his old form this 
year, and it was a certainty his place would have 
to be filled sooner or later, On top of the injuries 
that have occurred the absence of Chase will leave 
the Sox shorthanded for their coming exhibition 
trips. Kuhn’s disability leaves Gleason with only 
three catchers, and, as it is impossible to split
